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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is considered to be Chung et al., Advanced Materials (Weinheim, Germany), 10(14), pages 1112- 
1116, (1998). Chung et al. teaches a similar PPV derivative to the instant compounds at the 
bottom of page 1113 (compound number 2). The reference fails to teach or to render obvious the 
very specific PPV derivative comprising X substituents as claimed wherein at least one of the X 
substituents is not a hydrogen as set forth for present formula (3) or at least one is an alkoxy as 
set forth for present formula (1). The prior art further fails to teach a composition or a device 
comprising the specifically substituted polymers. Accordingly, claims 1 and 3-18 are allowed.
